to the Jury, 


TESTIMONY WAS INTERESTING 


Dr. H . V. T utton and A ttorn «y G ore 


H ave a F riend ly T ilt D uring 


C ross-E xannlnatlon. 


Forensic elo<iuence marked the pro­ 
ceedings in the Peterson case today. 
The lawyers began their addresses to 
the jury this morning, Prosecuting 
Attorney Valentine opening the argu­ 
ment for the people. 
He talked for 
over an hour and was followed by 
Attorney Gore who was in the midst of 
his peroration when the noon recess 
was announced. Mr. Gore occupied an 
hour this afternoon and the closing 
speech by Mr. Valentine was begun. 
The case will undoubtedly be given the 
jury today and before Peter Peterson 
closes his eyes in sleep tonight he will 
probably know his fate. 
Mr. Valentine’s address was delivered 
in a conversational tone and was a for­ 
cible 
presentation of the facts as 
adduced by the testimony. 
Mr. (Jore 
wa.xed eloqent over the testimony and 
his oratory hushed the spectators into 
silence so absolute that the slightest 
confusion was perceptible. 
He e.x- 
ploited the fact, as the testimony had 
shown, that as a general rule an insane 
man never attempted to escape after 
committing a crime. “If you refuse to 
apply the general rule in this case,” 
asked Mr. Gore “will you tell me under 
what rule you withhold that applica- 
cation?” 
The attorney read from the testimony 
of Dr. Tutton and pointed out that the 
doctor had stated that under the con­ 
dition of insanity the criminal seldom 
tried to esca|K3 for the reason that his 
mental capacitv did not permit the per­ 
petrator to realize the enormity of his 
crime. 
No witness has testifled that 
the defendant’s act did not come with­ 
in the rule as alx)ve set forth. 
“Peter­ 
son,” the attorney continued, “had a 
scuhle with the mother and brother 
of Eliza after shooting the girl. 
The 
brother lifted a chair and beat Peterson 
over the head. Peterson made no re­ 
sistance. He sutl'ered the blows without 
complaint. Ah, gentlemen, that chair 
descended on a head dominated by a 
paroxysm of insanity. That poor, crip­ 
pled, broken mind could not think 
of anything else; the thought of escape 
never entered it. Eliza and other wit­ 
nesses testified that Peterson sat in a 
chair at the Harris home for 10 minutes 
after committing the crime. Drs. John 
Bell and Tutton both agree on the 
point of controlling importance in this 
t!ase—that the general rule proclaims 
that an insane (criminal never tries to 
escape. 
“Gentlemen there is no man among 
you who will take pleasure in inliict- 
ing puuismont uix)n a man who is de­ 
ranged. The law will not permit you 
to do it. It distinguishes between men­ 
tal inlirinities and vicious motives and 
to ihe asylum it sends the insane crim­ 
inal. while in the other case it punishes 
the criminal by imprisonment.’’ 


Judge Coolidge issued an order this 
morning permitting J. C. Degner, who 
is in jail on a civil warrant, to return 
to his home at Three Oaks, where his 
wife is seriously ill. Degner’s release 
is not permanent, and while he remains 
there he will be in custody of u deputy 
sheriff.

I remeniber well the day we all met 
at tho adjutaut’s oftlco to receive our 
portiou of a big batch of recruitn m*ho 
arrived on tbo previous day. Recruitg 
are sent out without aRsigumcdt except 
to the regiment iu geueral, “ 250 re 
cruitfl to the Tenth cavalry,” for iu 
stance. 


Then tho colouol, a stiff old West 
Pointer, from the general lint assigned 
to each troop the number required to 
till up the gups the lust aitiipuigii had 
left. We were all ritauding around the 
porch as Cliurcb, our adjutiuit, calle<l 
off the names of the men for each troop, 
A, B, C, D. 


As each man's name was called he 
stepped one pace to tho front and a side 
step to the ri^ht, so that they would 
form a .se[)arate .««(luad when the list wuh 
compb'ted. When my troop, J, was 
reached, 1 naturally had a general in 
terest in what manner of men might 
fall to my lot, but I confess I wu.s not 
so absorbed as I would have been if 
was receiving 20 horses instead of 
emits. 


However, I was short of good timlier 
just then and was struck by the appear­ 
ance of tho man who stepped out as 
Church called “ George Läufer.“ His 
crisp, distinct “ Here” in reply to his 
name made me think that it was his 
own and a name he was proud of. The 
vast majority of enlisttKl men’s names 
in the army, like those in the peniten 
tiary, are fictitious aiui run from Chris­ 
tian Scripture to George Washington, 
with only one rule seeming to govern 
their selection—the better the name tlie 
worse the mau. Christian Scripture was 
the worst soldier, drunk or sober, 1 ever 
knew. 


Läufer, however, had every mark of a 
well bred man about him, was of an aver­ 
age height, with a light, strong frame 
weighing 105 or 170 pounds; young 
with brown eyes and hair, small dark 
mustache, clean, well groomed face and 
a complexion that dissipation would 
have ruined in a week, but which was 
now clear and healthy. 


My sergeant took the squad ana 
marched them down to the troop quar 
tcrs, where, with my lieutenants, 1 in 
spected them, listening to the stories of 
ail tho rest—the same old story I had 
heard a thousand men tell and varj” only 
in detail—as to where they lived, wheth 
er they were married, why they had en 
listed, etc. Läufer promptly told me al 
that it was reasonable I should know 
and as promptly showed his manhood 
when any irrelevant question was pro 
pounded by declining to answer. 


I was satisfied that ho had told the 
truth and that 1 had luckily picked up 
a jewel of a man. I made up my mint 
that should he fulfill my first impres 
sions during his “ setting up“ and grad 
nation from recruit to a private he 
should be a corporal after one or two 
tours of guard duty. 


The colonel frequently came around 
from one troop to another during the 
ceremony of stables. Morning and even 
ing a cavalryman’s horse is thoroughly 
groomed, fed and watered, each private 
and corporal grooming the horse he 
rides, the extra horses being taken care 
of by the recruits or by the stable guari 
when there were no recruits. 


That afternoon 1 was rii^ht glad 
walk down with tho “ old man,“ as we 
called our colonel. He was a harsh one 
and .swift in his punishments, yet not 
slow in his rewards—just, but cold 
blooded and almost unmerciful, a man 
iu many ways cordially hated by us all 
yet iu many more ways idolized by 
every one wiio knew him. We turnec 
into my troop stables, and to my utter 
astonishment I found my stable sergeant 
standing with Recruit Läufer, ready for 
my order to put him in the guardhouse 
Dre.ssed now iu his white stable frock 
and trousers, he looked a typical caval 
ryman, but there was that iu his face 
—not defiance, rather determination— 
plainly showing that he had made his 
decision.

All that RuHijia requireK is a farsight 
ed, heroic czar who, comprehending the 
needs of today, as Peter the Great did 
those of 200 years ago, shall complete 
tho work begun by him. commit Bussia 
irrevocably to occidentalism and libera 
i.sm and thus earn for her the sympathy 
and renpect instead of tho jealousy and 
dread of other uatious. Should such a 
czar arise it would be wisdom on the 
part of Kuroije to allow Russia to grati­ 
fy her two legitimate ambitions, in the 
pursuit of which she has hitherto been 
thwarted, especially by Great Britain. 
These ambitions are: (1) To complete 
the subjugation of the barbarous Tar­ 
tars by annexing Turkey to her domin­ 
ions, and (2) to possess ice free ports for 
tho development of a navy and of mer­ 
chant shipping. While as despotic, slie 
ought to be thwarted iu every way, as 
liberal, she ought to enjoy all the rights 
of lil>eral nations and be permitted to 
have her owu way in Turkey and China, 
just as England has had hers in Egypt 
and India. A liberal Russia, with her 
long cherished ambitious once satisfied, 
would be not only the peace keeper of 
Europe, but also one of its most potent 
oiviliKing infaiences, equalling, perhaps 
anrpassing—’»u gifted ia her people—the 
other nations in culture, humanity and 
righteonmeas. But whether Russia is 
to be blessed with a liberal oaar or not 
theie ia no reason to fear her supr-maoy. 
If ahe remain coarsely despotic, it can­ 
not laat; if she become liberal, it can be 
only a blaaaliig.—Forum.

P. osecutor Valentine asked one ques­ 
tion. It was this: 


“Did you consider Peterson insane?” 
“ No. sir,” was the prompt reply. 
Cro.‘s-examination by 
Mr. 
Gore: 
You wouldn’t admit urging a mar­ 
riage between your daughter and an 
insane man. would you?” 


“No sir, 1 think not.” came from the 
witnes'*. 


Miss Kli/.a H arris was re*called. She 
also said that she never considered 
I*eter.son insane. 
Mr. (íorc did not go 
to the trouble to cross-examine her. 


Dr. H. V. Tniton took the witness 
chair again to relate a conversation 
had l»etween him and Peterson while 
ihc latter was in jail after the tragedy. 
In that 
conversation 
Peterson dis- 
losed that Kliza and he sometimes “.sat 
up” as late as 4o'clo^^k In the morning, 
and although ^he pretended to love 
him when they were alone at home, 
she was unwilling to permit him to ac­ 
company her to entertainments, she 
preferring to go with her girl friends. 
The do«*tor did not hesitate to say that 
he considered Peterson’s conduct mere­ 
ly indicative of a highly emotional con­ 
dition of the mind, a condition which 
mitrht be brought about by indigestion.

Chicago, Nov. 10.—Attorney W ill­ 
iam A. Vincent has withdrawn from 
the Luetgert case.

W hile Mr. Vincent gives a press of 
civil business as an excuse for his with­ 
drawal, it is known tbai he has been 
trying to get out of the case ever since 
the jurj^ disagreed. A friend of the 
lawyer in discussing the m atter last 
sight said; 


‘‘Judge Vincent has suffered in his 
private practice since he became iden­ 
tified with the case, and that is the 
principal reason for iiis withdrawal at 
thiBtime. 
It must be admitted, how­ 
ever, that he has V)ecome dissatisiied 
with the conduct of his client. 
Luet- 
gert frequently gave Judge Vincent 
cause to drop his case, Imt he continued 
because he thought it was bis duty. He 
was forced into the case, was not in 
sympathy with Luetgert or his cause, 
and now that he has a chance to get 
rid of the whole thing has availed him 
self of the opportunity.”
